Who can vote0 Every person who 
has registered can vote in this elec­ 
tion . 
There Is only one amendment I am 
against and that is Number I -- "The 
amendment to create a State Et hi cs 
Commission to set rules of ethics for 
members of the Legislature, State of­ 
ficers and Legislative officers, ^ in ­ 
vestigate violations thereof, and to 
recommend compensation for members 
of the Legislature and the Lf. Gov. 
and recommend improvements and e- 
conomy in the legislative process." 
We do not need this amendment in 
Its present form. 
It does not restrict 
actions of legislators and State offi­ 
cers as much as we need, and it a l­ 
lows the commission to set salaries. 
Supporters of the amendment s a y 
the legislature can have no Influence 
over members of the commission. 
I 
cannot believe this, for even in an 
indirect way legislators can have in­ 
fluence over almost everything. 
I am not a g a i n s t legislators re­ 
ceiving higher salaries, but I 
don't 
think they will agree with the 
re­ 
strictions I would want to place 
on 
them once this salary was granted. 
I would have them h o l d sessions 
every year and be on duty for the 
people of the state 365 days a year. 
They would hold no outside positions* 
represent no outside clients, and if 
they did they would be d i s m i s s e d 
from the legislature . 
Harsh? Not if you provide them 
with a salary high enough to prevent 
them from having to do 
the other 
jobs. 
There is no way in my mind that a 
legislator can represent a c l i e n t , 
large or small, as an attorney public 
relations, publicity, or any capacity 
and still, when a piece of legisla­ 
tion comes up affecti ng that client, 
be fully responsible to the people of 
the state. 
So I would hope that Amendment 
Na. I goes down in defeat. 
AMENDMENT N O . 2 
"The 
constitutional amendment 
providing that the 
legislature may 
propose an amendment to the Consti­ 
tution at any session of t h e Legisla­ 
ture . 
The helping factor in thlsamend- 
ment is the pre se nt "patch-work" 
constitution we have. It needs many 
improvements, deletions and chang­ 
es. Sometimes they need *o be made 
sooner than every two years. 
Sol believe this

should receive an af f i r ma t i v e nod 
from the voters.

Aid to F a m i l i e s 
with Dependent 
Children to a total of $55 m i l l i o n . 
The present ceiling on grants to Tex­ 
as' needy is $80 million for all cat­ 
egories. No other state in the na­ 
tion has such a ceiling detailed In 
its constitution. Nor does any other 
department in Texas government have 
such a limitation. Until this correc­ 
tion is made, costly referendums will 
be necessary from time to time j u s t 
to permit our legislature to carry out 
their responsibility. 
"WHth this amendment approved, 
Texas Citizens FOR Welfare Reform — 
representing maj or church, civic, 
business, labor and non-sectarian or­ 
gan! zations in Texas--pledge a con­ 
tinuing coordinated campaign for the 
basic welfare reforms so

and desirable by reci pients and tax 
payers alike." 
A look at the January figures 
on 
welfare will prove beyond a doubt 
that the need Is there for us to pass 
this amendment: the average month­ 
ly payment in these categories — Old 
Age Assistance, $62.58; Aid to the 
Blind, $79.38; Aid to the Disabled, 
$67.15; AF DC Families (not indivi­ 
duals mind you), $117.82.

That 4.8 percent are working, and 
that 0.9 percent are special) zed cas- 
es--such as an under-65 grandmother 
caring for a child. 
That 94 percent of the total reci­ 
pes population can thus be account­ 
ed for, and that if all the re ma in! ng 
under-65 and over-18 - y e a r - o l d s 
went to work, only 6 percent of the 
total recipient population would be 
involved. And of this 
6 
percent 
one-third would be between 45 and 
*5 with virtually no skills and little 
education, one-third would be physi­ 
cally or mentally unsuited to work- 
training, and one-third could profit 
from work-training if day care, trans­ 
portation and medico I assistance were 
also provided." 
I feel his presents a compassion­ 
ate case in favor of Amendment No. 
3 and I sincerely hope for the we I - 
fare of the state and all those who 
are in need that Texans approve 
it

quidating program with th e specific 
purpose of construction public s e w­ 
age treatment facilities. In thisway, 
payment for sewage treatment facili­ 
ties may be paid over the extended 
life of the plant with no rise in state 
taxes. This removes the n eed 
for 
large state appropriations. 
"Bonds would be issued at an in­ 
terest rate not to exceed 6 percent. 
This rate would make 
the 
bonds 
marketable, and enhance the success 
of the program without a large state 
appropriation at considerable cost to 
the taxpayers. 
"Approval would allow the state 
to utilize a possible $200 million in 
federal funds which wouldbe brought 
back to Texas for the project. 
It is 
estimated that this activity in behalf 
of sewage treatment fa c i I i t i e s for 
cleaner rivers, streams and lakes 
would benefit Texas workers econo­ 
mically with $300 million in jobs. If 
the amendment does not pass 
it will 
mean a potential loss of millions of 
dollars to the state, as well as the 
loss of tremendous incentives to up­ 
date our sewage treatment facilities. 
"It means that instead of paying 
67 percent of the costs of treatment 
facilities, local governments' share 
would drop to 45 percent, 25 percent 
of which wi ll come from a low Inter­ 
est loan from the state." 
Here in Hondo we wi ll need 
a 
new sewage treatment facility in the 
not too distant future. We can cer­ 
tainly see how this amendment would 
benefit us—-and multiply that by ma­ 
ny communities over the state and 
I 
believe the voters w i l l 
say "Yes" 
here. 
LOCAL OPTION ELECTION 


This, of course, is for or against 
the legal sale of mixed beverages in 
Mud ina County. 
Last fall voters of this county ap­ 
proved the amendment 
eliminating 
the constitutional restrictions toopen 
saloons in Texas. That vote gives me 
hope that this local option election 
will pass. 
I feel that we have tolerated an­ 
tiquated liquor laws in our state for 
too many years. I do not believe the 
sale of mixed beverages w i l l mean 
any more drunks in our state. 
And I 
believe that it will increase our 
(in 
Texas) tourist and convention bu si - 
ness, therefore providing a boost to 
the collection of taxes. 
So I would hope that a g a i n the 
people of Medina Cou nt y come out 
in favor of this local option question.

Poerner's reply 


Last week this column carried 
a 
brief note on Rep. John Poerner 1 s 
vote on H . B. 427 and how some s u p- 
porters were disappointed that he cast 
a negative vote after he had com­ 
mitted to vote for the bill, 
I am happy to see the Representa­ 
tive reads this column, for he h a s 
mailed me the following l e t t e r ex­ 
plaining, or perhaps in defense of 
his vote: 


Dear Burnis: 
I read with interest your article 
entitled "Politics Can Be 'trange" In 
your Sparks column of the May 6 Is­ 
sue. As usual, I want to 
congratu­ 
late you for keeping the people in­ 
formed on my service to the publ i c 
and, believe it or not, I appreciate 
you bringing House Bill 427 and my 
vote against it's passage, to light. 


I have always believed in the free 
enterprise system and I have always 
taken people at their word In assum­ 
ing that they "know what they are 
talking about". In the case of House 
Bill 427 (better known as chiroprac­ 
tors versus Blue Shield Insurance) 
I 


made a commitment, by l e t t e r 
to 
Doctors Vincent, Ponish and English 
that, based on the information they 
had given me, I would support their 
legislation. Unusual facts were un­ 
veiled during the debate on 
these 
measures and I felt obligated to rep­ 
resent the District as a whole rather 
than to represent a special 
interest 
group. I will always do this while I 
am in government and I think this is 
the way the majorityof the people 
want me to perform. I can only say 
that I do it with a clear conscience 
and I probably do 't wi th 
pr i de. 
When all the smoke and 
a1 I the 
clamor has cleared and faded, o n e 
must live with his or her own con­ 
science and I do not recall casting a 
vote in the Texas Legislature that I 
could no* defend as being in the best 
interest of all the people. 
In my letter to Dr. E v e r e t t B. 
Vincent on May 3, 1971, I wish to 
quote: 


"I hope that you have not taken 
my vote against H.B.427 as a com­ 
plete personal mutter . The 
legisla­ 
tive process is very peculiar and, if 
you should study It personally, y o u 
would notice Members of the Legisla­ 
ture must make their fina I decision 
after the Floor debate' has been com­ 
pleted. Many issue sore brought 
forth in Floor debate that are not 
brought out by correspondence 
or 
contained in the bill itself. 
For this 
reason, I would guess L e gi s l a t or s 
should never make a firm commitment 
on any issue until all the facts a r e 
la! d out. I find rn y s e I f learni rig, 
more and more, toward ' p r oba bl e 
vote' rather than a definite commit­ 
ment. I think this is the way th e 
people of my district would want me 
to stand, just I ike a judge should ne­ 
ver make i commitment in a c o u r t 
until he has heard all the evidence. 
It is pretty hard to separate the para­ 
llel. 
"H.B.427 sought to require a I I 
sickness and accident insurance pol­ 
icies issued in the State of Texas to 
pay all 'practitioners of tile healing 
arts' regardless of the intent of 
the 
insurance company or of the purchas­ 
er of the insurance. 
"I do not consider this legislation 
to be in the public interest for many 
reasons, the most c o m p e l l i n g of 
which would include the fa ct that 
the enactment of this Bill will inevi­ 
table lead to the rise in hea I th and 
accident insurance premium rates in 
this state for a ll purchasers of 
such 
insurance, regardless of whether or 
not they choose to use 
chiropractors 
instead of medical doctors or d o c ­ 
tors of osteopathy. Testimony before 
the Public Health Commi t t e e 
of 
both the House and Senate indicated 
that the inclusion of chiropractic in 
every accident and sicknessinsurance 
policy would raise the premium sub­ 
stantially. In fact, the Social Secu­ 
rity Administration estimated thatthe 
inclusion of chiropractic inMedicure 
would have raised the cost of that 
program to the taxpayer by sixty mil­ 
lion dollars 
($60,000,000.00) 
in 
1969 alone. O.her estimates as to 
the cost of insurance in Texas vary 
up to a 40% * ncrease In premium 
rates. Since only a small percentage 
of people go to ch lr op ra ctors, it 
seems inconceivable tome that such 
legislation could be in the best inter­ 
est of tile majority of the p e o p l e I 
serve."

Most Commonly Abused

. A T H E T AM IN ES: These are stimulants. On the 
strewn ti. *’ are rvHen'ed to as “ Bennies, 
“ Whites’ (round and 
white). Also in this category are “ Dexies” (green and white 
capsules) and 'Hearts’' (green, heart-shaped tablets). These are 
what are commonly called “ pep pills' 
or diet pills 
Taken 
orally, Amphetamines stimulate the central nervous system, 
the brain and spinal column. Users, under the influence of these 
drugs, will usually be argumentative, overactive, unusually 
talkative, generally unable to eat much, unable to sleep, and 
show a marked release of inhibitions. (It is not unusual for one 
under the influence of these drugs to suddenly remove his 
clothing for no reason.) 
Users usually demonstrate mental t onfusion, unpredictable 
and irrational behavior, even violent behavior may result. Use 
is biologically harmful too because it destroys body reserves 
and makes the user extremely vulnerable to disease These 
are illegally available on the “ street market” (about 8-10 for $1) 
yet many youngsters obtain oral Amphetamines from the home 
medicine chest (parents' pop or diet pills). 
Note: Most “ street market” (black market) Amphetamines 
are made by illegal laboratories, often by experimenting ama­ 
teurs 
using imbalanced chemicals in unsterile surroundings 
IN JE C T E D M E T H A M P H E T A M IN E : These are referred 
to. among other terms, as “ Speed" or “ Meth" and are far more 
potent, faster acting and of course, extremely harmful I -.ers 
on injected (Intravenously) Methamphetamines are usually ex 
tremely confused, very unpredictable and irrational, \ iolent 
behavior is common and toxic psychosis (sick and insane) may 
result. Sometimes users get on & “ Speed* or “ Meth 
run.

“ run” is an intravenous injection as often as every 4 hours for 
3 to 6 days, with no eating and no sleeping. During these per­ 
iods the user is extremely overstimulated and out of control.

Soil testing program under way 


Extensive studies of Medi­ 


na County Soils were made 
last week by soil scientists of 


the Soil Conservation Service 
of the U. S. Dept. of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Fifteen of tire m a j o r 


soil types in Medina C o u n t y 
have been selected to test 


and classify tile se soils as to 
their d i f f e r e n t engineering 


properties and characteristics. 


A cooperative effort w i t h 


the Texas Highway I^ept. and 
the US Bureau of Public Roads, 
these soil samples w ill be sent 
to the Texas Highway De pt. 
laboratory in Austin for analy­ 
sis. 


In obtaining samples,

back hoe was hired to dig deep 
pits on carefully-se lee ted sites 


throughout Medina C o u n t y .

TATFISH FA R M IN G 


Several fanners h a v e in­ 
quired about the production of 
catfish in Irrigation reservoirs 
and other water impoundments 
Catfish can be efficiently pro­ 
duced in almost any size body 
of water. Water in die pond 
rfiould average about four feet 
deep, but should not be less 
dian 30 inches to avoid weed 
problems. 
The quickest method to get 
started in catfish production is 
to purchase fingerlings 
from 
commercial fish hatcheries, If 
heavy feeding is contemplated, 
a stocking rate of 2000 fish per 
acre Is recommended, 
For ponds where fish 
w i l l 
not be fed, stocking rates 
of 
about 300 per acre g i v e best 
results. Great care must 
be 
taken to temper the fish to the 


new water. Abrupt changes In 
temperature, pH or ox gen are 
deadly to small catfish. 
This 
tempering is best done by slov*- 
Iv adding, water from the pond 
to the hauling container. Wa­ 
ter should be added slowly e- 
iough diat the te sn pe r a t ure 
does not change mote than one 
degree every IO minute*.

Medina County pecan pro­ 
ducers and homeowners who 


plan to spray pecan trees 
to 
control the pecan nut c a s e ­ 
bearer should spray their trees 
now through M ay 15, says 


Glenn Bragg, Medina County 
Agricultural Agent. 
According to Bragg, 
case­ 


bearer eggs were found in the 


nut clusters Thursday, May 6, 


and Friday, May 
, w'lth ap­ 
proximately 25°Jo of the eggs 
hatched Friday upon examina­ 


tion. 
The eggs of the casebear­ 
er hatch in 4 or 5 days and mi­ 


grate to the buds bel ow the 
nuts to feed. 
After a da. 
or 


two, they enter the nuts, usu­ 
ally at tile base, and 
feed, 
each larva frequently destroy­ 


ing the entire cluster. 
Adequate control can be 
obtained with Malathion, Car- 
boryl (Sevin) or toxaphene. A 
mixture of Sevin and M alathi­ 


on w ill do a real good job as 
tile Malathion w ill kill hatch­ 
ed casebearer! upon contact 
and the Sevin w ill k ill those 


that hatch out fo r the nex t 


four or five days. 
In applying 
Insecticides all applicators are 
cautioned to follow the instruc­ 
tions on the label of the insec­ 


ticide container.
